Arriving on the heels of I985*s Cannes Golden Palm Award- 
winning When Father Was Away on Business , Hey Babu Riba is 
another Yugoslavian export that should have broad appeal. Based 
upon the true exploits of director Jovan Acin and two of his 
childhood friends (who here serve as executive producers), Hey 
Babu Riba is the story of posl-World War IJ Yugoslavia, a period 
of political turmoil brought about by the rift between Marshal Tito 
and Stalin. It is a lime in which the country’s youth are clinging 
to American fads and ideals, listening to rock and roll, and trying 
to remain as normal as possible in a repressive society. 

“The Foursome”—Pop, Glen, Sacha and Kicha—arc a group of 
teens who crew together, with the aid of their coxswain, Miriana 
(Gala Videnovic), whom they call “Esther" in honor of their idol, 
Esther Williams. Each secretly harbors strong feelings for Miriana 
but she wishes to remain only a friend, so the boys turn to the 
local black marketeer, Rada (Danica Maksimovic), who trades 
coveted dungarees for their favors. Miriana has another admirer, 
Joe, a local communist strongarm who sports tattoos of Stalin and 
Lenin on his wrists. When she does not return his affection, he 
plots to win her heart through devious means, and succeeds only 
in gening her pregnant, leaving her alone with the sudden loss of 
her mother, and her father in political exile in Italy. The boys 
carry out a scheme to row Miriana to Italy to rejoin her father, 
who, when learning of his daughter's predicament, threatens that 
the youths will never sec her again. The four are reunited in 1985 
at Miriana’s funeral in Belgrade, where they settle a score with 
Joe, who also attends. 

Hey Babu Riba (whose title is derived from an obscure rock and 
roll tunc) succeeds in telling an often unpleasant talc with style 
and originality. While some have dubbed it the "Yugoslavian 
American Graffiti," it is that and much more, as it considers socio¬ 
political questions raised by the communistic doctrines faced by 
the Yugoslavian people. As in When Father Was Away on Busi¬ 
ness, Hey Babu Riba is filled with a multitude of endearing 
characters—a tribute to Acin, who has made only one previous 
feature. The eight actors who portray "The Foursome" as youths 
and in middle age deserve praise for their strong ensemble work. 
Vidcnovic’s Miriana is a winning portrayal of a young girl fright¬ 
ened by the prospect that her emotions have not yet caught up with 
her physical beauty. Tomisiav Pinter’s cinematography captures 
the turbulent era poignantly. 

While Romance-language foreign films usually fare better on 
the art house circuit, Hey Babu Riba should have little trouble 
slaking a claim of its own with its absorbing storyline and charm¬ 
ing performances.

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100 Years 

of Tourism — a Commemorative 

Postage 

Stamp 



To mark the 100th anniversary 
of the development of tourism in 
the commune comprising the is¬ 
land of Cres and LoSinj, the Yu¬ 
goslav Post Office is issuing a 
special postage stamp (value: 
10 dinars). 

Tourism in the Cres-Losinj 
commune started on January 21, 
1885, in the village of Mali Lo¬ 
sinj, when the first visitor arrived 
to convalesce from a throat dis¬ 
ease. He was the son of Dr. Kon¬ 
rad Klar of Gleichenberg, Aus¬ 
tria. After his son made a com¬ 
plete recovery on the island. 
Dr. Klar became very interested 
in it and tried to draw the atten¬ 
tion of medical circles to Losinj's 
climatic advantages. Soon Mali 
Losinj, and later Veliki Losinj, 
grew into important convales¬ 
cence centres and in 1892 were 
offically declared health resorts. 
In 1886, a Tourist Association 
was founded in Mali Losinj, to 
be followed by the Society for 
Afforestation and General Im¬ 
provement of the island. This re¬ 
sulted in tourism becoming a 
significant source of revenue and 
economic development for the 
local population, as well as gen¬ 
eral economic advancement in 
this part of Yugoslavia. 

Today, the commune of Cres- 
Losinj is one of the most flour¬ 
ishing areas in the country as re¬ 
gards tourism. The islands offer 
all types of accommodation and 
facilities: hotels, motor camps, 
private rooms, nautical tourism, 
health tourism, sports facilities, 
arts events, etc. Mention must al¬ 
so be made of the islands’ cultur¬ 
al and historical monuments and 
the famous international under¬ 
water fishing competition, held 
every New Year off Losinj. 

The stamp shows the Cres-Lo¬ 
sinj island group, the coats-of- 
arms of Cres and Mali Losinj, 
and one of the first seaside villas.

A town on the banks of the river Drava. Archaeological 
finds here date from the late stone age and urn-field 
culture. In Roman times there was no important 
settlement here. The town took its name from the 
medieval castle — Marchburg — on the so-called 
Pyramids which was probably built in the 11th century 
and is first mentioned in 1164. This fortress, which 
guarded the Drava march from the Hungarian threat, 
was demolished in 1784. A town gradually grew up 
below it: it was mentioned as a market place in 1209, 
and probably gained municipal rights from the last of 
the Babenbergs, Frederick the Warlike (1230—1246). 
The town was encircled by walls in the second half of 
the 13th century; these were pulled down in the 18th 
century. A Jewish ghetto was established in 1277 and 
lasted until 1497, when Jews were banished from Styria 
(Stajerska). 

Of the former city walls, only a few towers remain. 
The most interesting is the one known the Water Tower 
(Vodni stolp) beside the Drava in late Renaissance style 
(1555). Nearby is the so-called Jewish tower (1465), 
beside the former Jewish ghetto. The synagogue has 
also survived; it was probably built in 1480, and in 1501 
was adapted as All Saints church. This is one of the 
rare monuments of Jewish culture in Slovenia. A little 
further down the Drava is Sodni stolp, a round tower 
from 1310. 

The city castle (Mestnigrad) was built in 147 8 on the 
north-eastern comer of the fortifications. In the period 
from 1551 to 1562 it was extended by the Italian 
architect Domenico dell' Allio (the cannon bastion, 
loggia, facade). When the danger of Turkish attack 
vanished, it became a residence: in 1655 a chapel, 


corridors with arcades and four angle towers were 
added. In the late 17th century, the baronial hall was 
decorated with ornate stucco (Italian work) and 
baroque wall paintings, and in the 1740s a wing was 
added (the architect probably J. Fuchs). The building 
now houses the Regional Museum (Pokrajinski muzej). 

The cathedral of St John the Baptist (Janez Krstnik) 
is fust mentioned in 1189, when it was a Romanesque 
church without aisles, which were added in the 13th 
century. In the period 1380—1400, the long choir was 
built. In the following century and later, there was 
considerable rebuilding. The bell-tower was 
reconstructed twice (early in the 17th and at the end of 
the 18th century); c.1715 the northern and southern 
chapels were added. In 1859 the parish church, as it 
was until then, became the cathedral. After 1884, until 
1904, neo-Gothic features were added; it was twice 
restored in the present century. The edifice is richly 
ornamented with stone-carving (figural consoles and 
bosses). The baroque wall paintings in the chapel of the 
Cross are the work of J. A. Molk (1755); the stained 
glass in the presbytery and the Xavier chapel is by S. 
Kregar (1961 and 1969). The altars are mostly neo- 
Gothic. The baroque altar of St Florian in the south 
aisle has a late Gothic statue of the Virgin Mary and 
Child, the work of Pacher’s circle. The chapel of the 
Cross has an altar by J. Holzinger (1775—1776) with a 
late Gothic 16th-century crucifix. In the Xavier chapel 
the altar is by F. K. Reiss. The pulpit dates from c.1670. 

The pews are decorated with ten fine reliefs illustrating 
legends about John the Baptist (J. Holzinger, 1771). 
Left of the facade is a late Gothic column (1517), the 
remains of a former tomb.

It seems that some people are confused about the restrictions on our “non-profit, 
non-religious, & non-political organization” status. There was a little flack over the article in last month’s 
Kalifornski about Christmas Traditions from Serbia. The people objecting thought such an article to be a 
violation of the “non-religious” part of our policy. So I'd better clarify these restrictions right now: 

We are prohibited from "ADVOCATING” a religion, or a political position or candidacy, but there is no 
restriction over presenting such subjects in our look at the historical or the cultural aspects of our heritage. We 
just can’t (and don't) advocate one viewpoint or belief over another. Although many of the items we include 
which have been taken from the book, “ Treasures of Yugoslavia”, relate to churches and monastaries, they are 
not being presented as anything more than parts of our heritage. There is no idea that presenting such material 
will suddenly change anyone’s religious beliefs. So as long as that is the manner in which we present articles 
such as the one on Christmas Traditions, we will continue to include such material. 

(As an aside . . . you should be aware that there is material we HA VEN'T used because it would be definitely 
political or religious.) 

AND THOSE ON THE CUTTING ROOM FLOOR . . . Aside from the consideration of restrictions regarding 
our non-political and non-religious status, there are times when one other consideration comes into play and 
effects the material submitted for publication — space! Sometimes we are forced to decide that a few sentences 
can be left out and still keep the content of the submitted material if it is too long for the space available. 
Sorry about that and we don t often have to do that, but be aware it might need to happen.
